The  fifth  City  in  Ontario  in  population,  is  situated  at  the  head 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  at  the  end  of  Lake  Ontario.  It  is 
the  principal  port  for  lake  navigation  in  Ontario,  possessing  the 
largest  and  finest  harbor  in  the  country.
